West of th e Missouri justice is not 
afraid to unbend a little, being q uite 
sure of h erself and conscious of h er 
background, says th e Ch icago Even­ 
ing Post. Justice in a wig and gown 
comfons h erself with h er fine sense 
of th e adjustment of th ings, with an 
austere and impersonal dignity. 
Her 
functions are th ere too h uge, th e ma­ 
terial mach inery sh e controls too vast 
and complex to permit th e considera­ 
tions of augh t but th e general view 
and th e ultimate end. 
But justice in newer societies, in 
th e pioneer stage, wears a sombrero 
and goes with an easy swagger and 
friendly complacency about th e town. 
Sh e h as th e leisure to meet and know 
th e individual, and it is h er business 
to consider th e more loosely woven 
fabric of a new society and to take 
account of

of decorum of older communities and 
seems to th em superficial and crude, 
wh en it is, in fact, very sensitive and 
finely adjusted to actualities.
